UK, | Eire Premiers 
meet amid bombings 


LONDON (ΑΡ). — Mystery guer- 
rillas yesterday struck at British 
diplomats, soldiers and civilians in 
ἃ mew upsurge of violence co- 
fnciding with day-long talks between 
Prime Ministers of Britain and Hire. 
One of three Jetter-bombs, mailed 
from Paris to senior envoys--In the 
Zaire Republic, Portugal and Gibral- 
tar, exploded in Zaire, injuring ἃ 
security officer. The Foreign Office, 
which disclosed the incidents, said 
the other two devices were safely 
defused in Lisbon and Gibraltar. 
In the Irish Republic, massive 
security precautions were in opera- 
tion as the British and Irish Prime 
Ministers, Edward Heath and Liam 
Cosgrave, sought to coordinate ac- 
tions and policies that would halt 


the bomb.and-bullet campaign that 
has plagued the province of North- 
ern Ireland since 1969. 

Tight security surounded arrival 
of Mr. Heath, the first British 
Prime Minister to. visit the Republic 
since its creation in 1922, 

British authorities have made no 
secret of their bellef that extrem- 
ists of the Irish Republican Army, 
IRA, may be behind all these at- 
tacks, but they have stressed con- 
stantly they have no firm evidence 
to support that suspicion. 

Several persons were hurt yes- 
terday in Belfast when-e car bomb 
shattered a tavern. Two Roman 
Catholic schools were damaged in 
other Belfast explosions which were 
blamed on Protestant extremists.

Leaders of the military juats 
have gone to great lengths over 
radio and television to stress that 
they are 8. “non-political” govern- 
ment, and wilJ' not interfere with 
elther the left or the right, but 
are interested only in getting Chile's 
“National Reconstruction” started. 
At the same time, every effort has 
been made to discredit Allende — 
personally — and his regime. Rum- 
ours have spread about pornography 
being found im Allende's home and 
large amounts of foreign currency 
in the homes of his top officials. 


APPEALS FOR BLOOD 

The junta haz declined to release 
any casualty figures, but modest 
estimates run into thousands of 
killed and wounded, mainly among 
ieft-wing extremists.
